There is a statement to the effect that 

compound (is) in accordance with sense. Therefore a 
compound is identified after carefully studying the sense of 
the compound. Whether Tatpurusha, Karmadharaya or 
Bahuvrihi, it is only by examining the sense of the compound 
word that the compound is designated. The same compound 
word may be designated differently by splitting the compound 
severally carrying different senses. 

Thus the compound is decisively designated after the sense.
